My dear Flock: 

In a county in this diocese 
where Catholics and Lutherans, 
who seldom patronize the divorce 
courts, predominate, there was 
a divorce last year for every two 


marriages. To be exact there 
were 8,241 marriage licenses is- 
sued during 1946 in the county 
and 1,596 actions for divorce 
taken. More than 900 of these 
marriages were witnessed either 
by a Catholic priest or Luther- 
an minister, which means that 
1,596 ‘couples sought a divorce 
while 2,300 couples applied for 
a marriage license—a divorce to 
every one and one-half mar- 


riages. 


It also means that in that: 


county there are now about 1,600 
young divorcees, who will seek a 


new marriage, many of whom 
will try to form acquaintances 
with young Catholic people? 

It is an appalling situation, 
and calls for pulpit and parental 
warnings to our young people 
against the danger of contract- 
ing marriages outside the Cath- 
olic fold. 


Many large cities, which are 


not so strongly Catholic and 


Lutheran, are having as many 
divorces as marriages, which 
means that the average non- 
Catholic must not likely intend 
to contract a permanent mar- 
riage, foreknowing that the 
courts will release him if he be- 
comes dissatisfied.

Fr. J. C. Murray Says Supreme Justices 


Made Sound Legal

In his column in the New York 
Times, Arthur Krock ventured the 
opinion that the Supreme Court 
decision in the Everson case, re- 
garding school bus transportation 
for pupils of non-profit private 
schools, will precipitate a line of 
cases dealing with the same cen- 
tral issue—the restrictions placed 
by the First Amendment or gov- 
ernmental aid to education. 


This is probably true. But it is 
to be hoped that future cases will 
solidify in law the basis of the 
Everson decision, and confirm the 
sane reasoning of the majority 
cpinion. Justice Black, who wrote 
the majority opinion, has contrib- 
uted an important document to the 
history of American jurisprudence. 
It is distinguished by its learning, 
its firm grasp of the central legal 
issues, and above all by its vision 
of the concrete contemporary sit- 
uation in which the issue of “sep- 
aration of Church and State” has 
been raised. 


Justice Black’s opinion rather 
uickly disposes of the contention 
that the New Jersey statute and 
resolution, inasmuch as they auth- 
orize reimbursement of parents for 
money spent by them for the 
transportation of their children to 
non-profit private schools, is a vio- 
lation of the due process clause of 
the Fourteenth Amendment. The 
Supreme Court clearly upholds the 
New Jersey legislature in its de- 
cision that “a public purpgse will 
be served by using tax-raised 
funds to pay the bus fares of all 
school children, including those 
who attend parochial schools.” 


Moreover, the court rejects the 
contention that, because parents 
send their children to parochial 
schools for their own private reas- 
ons, therefore the public’s inter- 
ests are not served in these 
schools. As a matter of fact, even 
the dissenting Justices do not ser- 
iously challenge the — pur- 
pose character of the New Jersey 
statute and resolution. 


It is clear, therefore, that the 
Supreme Court was interested in 
the Everson case almost solely be-

Leaders for their fine work’ 


One Red Cross sewing group which 
has sent hundreds of cles to 
Europe is making infants garments 
for Catholic Charities. A circle 
of eight members has sent 150 
toys and 400 garments to an In- 
dian Mission. Another band has 
for years financed the meals for 
a whole day each month in an 
orphanage of 60 children. Still 
another sent to the Catholic Med- 
ical Mission Center in New York 
100 complete layettes. In the re- 
cent clothing drive parishes have 
averaged approximately 350 lbs. 
for the war stricken areas. One 
arish reports each family sent 
rom four to twenty packages to 
Poland and another 400 to Jugo- 
slavia.

UST as we Catholics are in- |

Everyone Except God 


Fourth of a series of five articles

THE great value of the Old Testament seems to 
me to lie in the fact that it records the de- 


'velopment of a faith that for the first and only 
‘time in history combined ethics and religion. It 
‘Clears the darkness and confusion of the varying 
faiths through which man has sought to reach 
God much as Darwin’s theory cleared the dark- 
ness and confusion that distorted biology only a 
few years ago. 

Blessed—Our Lady, the Apostles | 


The New Testament is usually criticized by 


‘casual skeptics as if it were supposed to have 
been written by Christ Himself—as if He took 
|Pen in hand and wrote an autobiography. A 
‘moment’s reflection is enough ¢o remind us that 
‘every recorded word of Christ is a quoted word, 
and often enough it is a word quoted at second 
or third hand. One and a half thottsand years 
‘and more passed before they appeared in print. 
|The length of time that passed between the eru- 
cifixion and the appearance of the portions of 
‘the New Testament as Christians now accept 


them—though the original writings were of the 
first century—was roughly about as long as from 
the birth of George Washington until the present 


‘time and Mr. Hughes is witness to the fact that

tator, and we have ample record in Latin of his 
life and time. His colleagues were intelligent 
men. Why, then, do we consider him deserving 
of this reputation when he made such asinine 
observations as those concerning the unicorn, and 
yet discredit the writings of the New Testament 
because of an alleged error of a matter of hours 
or even of years? 


The favorite modern skeptics reply to all this 
is that we should not believe anything except 
what is’ revealed in the pure light of modern 
science. But what is the pure light of modern 
science? Before it fully reveals one truth, it 
must hedge upon the revelation and proceed to 
another. Scientific progress is no doubt the 
wonder of the age; and scientists merit all the 
credit and encouragement we can give them; 
but where do they point to absolute truth? They 
have not found truth, of course. They simply be- 
lieve and search. Christians believe and hope. 
But the comprehension of absolute truth must 
necessarily be beyond reach of our five puny 
senses. 


I agree with the late William J. Bryan, who 
was so freely derided for his opposition to the 
teachings of evolution in public schools, to this 
extent: Most of the developments of modern 
science should not be taught to children by a lot 
of badly educated boys and girls who have only 
the foggiest idea of what it is all about. That 
kind of teaching is not enlightenment; it’s be- 
wilderment. Scientists understand the symbols 
they themselves employ, and unconsciously they 
differentiate in their minds among hypotheses, 
theories, laws; but most normal school grad- 
uates with two years training most certainly do 
not. 


A questionnaire was passed among students 
of a normal school in Wisconsin about the time 
I first wrote these comments. It contained a list 
of names which were at that time prominent in 
the news. The students were asked to explain 
the meaning of the words. The answers turned 
in were enlightening to the examiners, but gave 
small hope of enlightenment for the children 
these scholars would be teaching within a year. 
Mussolini became a province; de Valera a Mexi- 
can bandit; Dawes an extinct bird; Bohr a vil- 
lage in Normandy; Babe Ruth a movie star—and 
a lot more were defined with equal absurdity. 
Yet these same girls a year or so later were to 
be among those who resented being told they 
were insufficiently equipped to teach science. 


In my way I also am a seeker after truth, 
though not exactly along Hughes’ lines. I have 
had a number of conversations with scientists of 
repute. They are usually specialists, rather irri- 
tated at anything that tends to upset their pri- 
vate theories. The relatively few genuine phil- 
osophers among them are men of great breadth 
of vision and tolerant of fresh opinions. They 
are always learning. But the lesser ones seem 
to pin their faith to diplomas. 


One branch of “modern science” has particu- 
larly interested me—criminology. I find that 
even in this crowded and familiar neighborhood 
science is embarrassed. There is no strictly 
scientific ‘definition for crime, because what is 
crime here is not crime there. A Somali ser- 
geant came to me for leave of absence for the 
mot unusual purpose of going back to Somali- 
land to kill a man. A Massai brave wants no 
greater honor than to: wear a fringe about his

Hughes presented an excellent example of the 
fallacious statements upon which critics of 
Christianity base their seemingly plausible argu- 
ments in the paragraph wherein he said: 


“Nobody honestly believes that Church 
members are less likely to embezzle, flirt or 
be brutal than non-church members; or that 
Christians are more honest than Chinamen. 
Life is as safe in the African jungle as it is 
in most Christian cities. This I can state on 
the testimony of the missionaries them- 
selves. Everybody knows that a man’s 
creed has nothing whatever to do with his 
character or his conduct. To deny this is to 
deny everyday experience.” 


The honesty of Chinese has become proverbial 
only because it has shone in contrast with the 
unscrupulousness of early foreign traders (de- 
cidedly not Christian, though they sailed under 
American and European flags) and the pecula- 
tion of a class of Japanese who at that time were 
looked upon with scorn by the Japanese them- 
selves. The basis of Chinese mercantile morals 
is that honesty in the long run is the best busi- 
ness policy. When it is not necessary to be honest 
Chinese may be wonderfully dishonest. This is 
so notoriously the case that one of the great 
difficulties in the establishment of government 
is that officials will not trust one another with 
public funds. Under the recent old regime public 
office was bought and the purchaser wrung the 
price from the people in exorbitant taxes. This 
attitude towards other people’s money extends 
right down to servants who take a cut on every 
purchase, no matter how small, made for their 
employers. Squeeze, extortion, blackmail are 
common practices. Christian influence has done 
more for China in modern times than any other 
moral! force. 


It is a common enough thing to sneer at the 
“mission boy” in China; but for absolute fidel- 
ity to a cause you will find few finer examples 
than the defense of the Pei-Yang cathedral in 
Peking during the Boxer War by Chinese Chris- 


tians, armed only with pikes supporting the forty | 


Italian marines who had been sent as a guard 
before the siege of the Legations had com- 
menced. From the Legation quarter, defended 
by the military, most of the pagan Chinese van- 
ished; but in the cathedral compound, hopelessly 
isolated at the other side of the city, the Chris- 
tian Chinese did not renounce their loyalty in 
order to save their skins. On the contrary, they 
withstood a terrible and incessant siege and were 
still fighting two days after the Legations had 
been relieved by the Allied Army. They had re- 
sisted every assault and every seduction the 
Boxers could bring against them, and in the final 
days were so weak from starvation the men had 
to be supported, tottering to the walls, by their 
slightly better nourished wives and sisters and 
daughters. 


At that time Hughes might have found shelter 
in the safety of a city such as Paotingfu, which 
is the capitol of a province. Unfortunately the 
Christians there were marched out under a 
solemn promise of safe conduct, after giving up 
their weapons, and then they were all beheaded 
with variations—children first in the presence 
of their parents; then wives in the presence of 
their husbands; then the husbands. Christianity 
is against that sort of thing. 


Hughes, on the other hand, might have offered 
pagan Japan as a fine country in which to find 
better than Christian treatment—but he was at 
that time writing in California, where the idea 
might not have been sympatheticaily received. 
But if he had, what a nice state of confusion he 
would now be in trying to justify such conduct 
as the rape of Nanking and the burning of Ame- 
rican prisoners and Philippine Christians on 
Luzon. 

He spoke with a convincing air of authority 
about savage Africa, saying it was as safe as 
most Christian cities. Now what does he mean 
by a Christian city? If he means some great 
American city, his own testimony might contra-

“Religion generated and fed these ideas 
of what was manly and worthy in man. 
Once started, they were reinforced from 
other courses; thought and experience en- 
riched, corrected, and co-ordinated them. 
But it was the power and sanction of a 
religion and a creed which first broke men 
into their yoke that now seems so easy, 
gradually wrought their charm over hu- 
man restlessness, and indolence, and pride, 
gradually reconciled mankind to the ideas 
and the ideas to mankind, gradually im- 
pressed them on that vague but yet real 
thing which we call the general thought 
and mind of a nation.” 


Venerable Bede in his Ecclesiastical His- 
tory of the English People, Book Il, C. 1, 
writes in the eighth century: 


“At this time, that is, in the year of 
Our Lord 605, the blessed Pope Gregory, 
after having most gloriously governed the 
Roman Apostolic See thirteen years, six 
months and ten days, died, and was trans- 
lated to the eternal see of the heavenly 
kingdom. Of whom, in regard that he by 
his zeal converted our nation, the English, 
from the power of Satan to the faith of 
Christ, it behooves us to discourse more 
at large in our ecclesiastical history, for 
we may and ought rightly to call him our 
apostle; because, whereas he bore the pon- 
tifical power over all the world, and was 
placed over the churches already reduced to 
the faith of truth, he made our nation, 
till then given up to idols, the Church of 
Christ, so that we may be allowed thus to 
attribute to him the character of an apos- 
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seal of his apostleship in the Lord.” 


Cardinal Newman in “The Church of the 
Fathers” in Historical Sketches Il, page 
141 f, wrote: 


“The desolation which ... swept over 
the face of Africa, was completed by the 
subsequent invasion of the Saracens, Its 
five’ manares churches are no more. The

This Council had never been confirmed 
by the Apostolic See. It even recognized 
he right of priests to marry, which was 
against the general discipline of the 
Church. It was only another effort of the 
East to embarrass the West. 


87—Pope Sisinnius—708 


Pope Sisinnius died twenty days after 
his promotion, but within that short space 
of time he consecrated several Bishops for 
the Island of Corsica and planned to raise 
the walls of Rome to shelter the city against 
hostile attacks from outside.

This Pope was a Syrian by birth. 

His chief irritation was the same Enm- 
peror Justinian, although the latter tried 
to win him over by acts of friendship. He 
induced him to visit Constantinople in 710 
in order to talk things over. The Pope was 
received in that city with marks of deepest 
respect. In fact the Emperor fhrew him- 
self at the Pontiff’s feet, which he reverent- 
ly kissed. He then attended the Mass cele- 
brated by the Pope. 


The Emperor died the next year. Hence 
it is impossible to say whether he would 
have continued to cooperate in a friendly 
manner. 


Justinian was succeeded by Bardanes, 
who began again to demand the annulment 
of the Sixth General Council which con- 
demned the Monothelite Heresy. The im- 
passe ended when Bardanes was dethroned 
and was succeeded by Anastasius II, whose 
attitude towards the Council was just the 
opposite. He claimed the Sixth General 
Council was ecumenical and its decrees 
binding. Practically the entire Greek Em- 
pire now accepted this decision of the 
Emperor.

The King of the Lombards tried during 
Pope Gregory’s time to subject the whole 
of Italy to his rule: But the Pope’s chief 
concern was with the Saracens or Moham- 
meflans who, at that time, had become 
masters of Spain and were invading Gaul. 


Leo the Isaurian had succeeded Anastas- 
ius as the Emperor of Constantinople 
which also was now threatened by the 
Moslems. 

Pope ' Gregory rebuilt the monastery of 
Monte Cassino, which had been destroyed 
by the Lombards 150 years previously. 

He sent Winifrid, of England, to whom 
he gave the name of “Boniface,” to Ger- 
many to evangelize that people. Boniface, 
whose remains rest at Fulda, has been, 
from the eighth century, known as “The 
Apostle of the Germans.” Before he died St. 
Boniface was the Archbishop of Mayence 
with thirteen suffragan Sees well organized. 

Venerable Bede of England also lived 
at this time, dying in the year 735, as 
Abbot of the Monastery of Yarrow. 

Because St. Gregory opposed Emperor 
Leo for cooperating with the Moham- 
medan Caliph, and for attacking images, 
the Emperor had his lieutenants in Rome 
organize a conspiracy against the Pontiff’s 
life.

Leo the Isaurian was induced by Jews 
and Mohammedans to take action against 
the images of Christ, of Mary and the 
Saints, to treat them as idols, which meant, 
of course, to destroy them. 


The Patriarch of Constantinople opposed ) 


his Edict, declaring: “The Christians do 
not worship images, but only honor them 
as memorials and as reminders of the vir- 
tues practiced by those whom they repre- 
sent.” The Emperor banished the Patriarch. 

The breakers of images, known as Icono- 
clasts, broke into churches and private 
dwellings and destroyed every beautiful 
work of art. Incidentally they confiscated 
any image or statue made of gold or silver, 
or which was adorned with precious stones. 

St. John Damascene combated this Icono- 
clast heresy with great vigor. He wrote 


a book against the Iconoclast heresy in: 


which he proved from Holy Scripture, from 
tradition, and by sound argument, the law- 
fulness of showing honor to images. He 
observed: “A picture is to the ignorant 
what a book would be to the learned,” 
and said that it was not to kings that 
Christ gave power to bind and loose, but 
to the Apostles and their successors. 
Mohammedanism 


The founder of the Moslem religion, 
which has, for centuries, been entrenched in 
countries of the Near East, as well as in 
India, and which would have possession of 
most of Europe if the Catholic Church had 
not prevented it, was Mohammed, born at 
Mecca, Arabia, in the year 570. 


He proclaimed himself commissioned by 
God to destroy paganism and to “reform” 
Judaism and Christianity, in the year 609. 
He proposed to blend the three religions 
into a new creed. He wrote a Bible for 
his followers called the Koran, which con- 
tains his moral code, summarized into (1) 
prayers (five times a day); (2) almsgiv- 
ing (from 5 to 20% to charity): (3) fast- 


ing (one month each year); (4) pilgrim- )

The followers of Mohammed are various- 
ly known as Moslems, Musselmen, Saracens, 
Moors, and the Turks and Arabs are com- 
monly identified with Mohammedanism. 

Up to this time 91 Popes had succeeded 
St. Peter, and of this number 40 had been 
residents of Italy, the remaining 51° were

The insignia above His blood- 
spattered Head was a fulfillment 
of the prophecies uttered centuries 
before. Jeremias had predicted the 
regal character of Christ our King 
in these words, “And I will raise 
up to David a just branch: and a 
King shall reign. (Jer. 23:5). Zach- 
arias had foretold the coming of 
our King, when he said: “Behold 


and His power shall be from sea 
to sea.” (Zach, 9:10). The angel 
Gabriel announced to Mary the 
‘royal nature of the Messias as fol- 
lows: “And He shall reign in the 
house of Jacob forever. And of 
His kingdom there will be no eriti.’”’ 
(Latke 1:26). The wise men came 
from the East to adore Him, al- 
though they found a bleak manger 
in place of a royal palace, a bed of 
straw instead of a jeweled throne, 
and the lowing beasts rather than 
a guard of honor.

Any notes about Jerusalem must 
be inadequate. It seems to me now 
that this one and the others say 
nothing of the big things.

There seems nothing to 
add to the gospel story, and who 
would dare himself to add any- 
thing? The story of the passion, 
for instance, is. so brief and terse 
tnat it runs along, that it is in a 
hurry. | 
There is something in the way 
ir which it is written that does 
explain in a manner how and what 
@ man feels as he @oes the way 
Christ went. For the more he feels 
the less he says, as least the fewer 
are his words and the simpler. I 
had no impression of wanting to 
improve on the gospel story, but I 
du remember, more than once, 
wishing the guide had no desire to 
do so and would merely quote the 
gospel story as we walked along. I 
think now that I so wished be- 
cause I was seeking a spiritual ex- 
perience rather than a mere “see” 
of the sights. 


However, in addition to the sub- 
jective, a rounding out of historical 
'knowledge to which something can 
be added to relics and ruins from 
outside the gospel story. For no 
matter how little a man may feel 


q 


deed he feels appallingly little 
cometimes—it is not to say that he 
has failed to gain something. This 
historical significance and evidence 
are tremendous. Maybe it is even 
shocking to discover that solid 
things like hills, stones, graves, 
rocks, and traditions as strong as 
marble substantiate the fact and 
figure of the gospels. 

I recall in this connection the 
effect upon me in the Tombs of 
the Kings (actually of Queen He- 
lena of Adiabene and her family 
who é@ame to Jerusalem after 
Christ) that Jewish tombs had 
rolling stones to bar the entrance, 
a, rolling stone in the sense of 
round that would stay in its niche 
before the door of the sepulchre— 
not permanently because a tomb 
might be for many people—but a 
stone that could be rolled out of 
the niche only with difficulty, being 
a foot trick and maybe six feet 
wide. There was reason for the 
women to ask, “Who will roll the 
stone back from the doorway of 
the tomb for us?” (Mark XIV, 3) 
The sight of the Jewish tomb 
also explained somewhat that short 
clause about the sepulchre of 
Arimethea that it was a “tomb 
where no one had ever yet been 
laid,” for it might have been in a 
Jewish tomb that many had al- 
ready been laid there. In that 
event, it might be claimed that it 
was not Christ at all who arose 
from the dead but somebody else. 
I think, however, there was a deep- 
er reason.

They Always “Keep 
The Pot Boiling” 


The German philosopher Hegel 
(1770-1831) had taught that things 
progress automatically through 
conflict. In other words, the pot 
is forever boiling itself into a 
better stew. He taugat of the idea 
being met by its opposite or con- 
tradictory and being so fused into 
a new truth. A favorite example 
of his was the child, a little animal, 
being placed under discipline 
through education, and obtaining a 
larger liberty through his re- 
straint. The individual submits his 
liberty to the state arid emerges a 
citizen, with more rights than he 
had to begin with. Hegel, we 
might say right hére, was the 
spiritual father of both Hitler and 
Marx. 


But we must not omit Comte 
(1798-1857); whether or not he had 
a direct influence on Marx is ques- 
tionable, but he did make a power- 
ful contribution to the climate of 
Comte taught a sort 
of evolutionary progress in the 
history of human thought, corres- 
ponding to the childhood, youth, 
and manhood of science: the 


the positive stages. During the 
theological stage, the race thought 
things were governed first by 
idols, then by gods, then. by God; 
this was systematized by Church 
philosophers of the Middle Ages 
during the metaphysical stage; 
now we have reached the positive 
stage of physical laws, sufficient to 
explain everything; 
need of either God or philosophy. 
These can be discarded as so many 
erutches no longer necessary to a 
tully developed society. 


Others Described 
Problem Better 


Regarding what is now known 
as the Capital-Labor conflict, there 
was the English Malthus, the Ger- 
man Rodbertus, the French Proud- 
hon, and the Swiss Sismondi:—all 
preceding Marx. It was Sismondi 
who first used the term “proletar- 
iat” and eoined the expression 
“surplus value.” In his writings he 
described the problem better than 
Marx ever did: 


“Every man of the privileged 
class can count against him five in- 
dividuals not belonging to the 
privileged class,” he wrote, “and 
between the two there is such an 
opposition that the rich can say to 
the poor ‘Our life is your death,’ 


sade! And so with a host of Com- 
munists. 


The Meaning 
Of “Bourgeois” 


But for our information, let’s 
peuse over the terms of the de- 
bate: “bourgeois” and “bourgeoi- 
sie” are two French words (pro- 
nounced boor-zshwah and _ boor= 
zshwhah-zee), adjective and noun 
respectively. Marx always used 
them contemptuously—frequently 
to belittle whatever didn’t suit 
him. The word means “middle-‘ 
class,” “one in comfortable cir- 
cumstances,” which makes both 
you and me “bourgeois,” or mem- 
bers of the “bourgeoisie.” 

Over in Europe there was—still 
is—a pretty sharp cleavage be- 
tween the social classes: the rich, 
the middle-class, and the poor; in 
fact, they have first, second and 
third-class on theif railways. Over 
here where everyone is compara- 
tively either well-to-do or middle- 
class, we are more or less puzzled 
by the terms and find it rather 
hard to work up much moral in- 
dignation against a class that rep- 
resents practically the whole of 
American life. 

“Proletariat,” as Marx uses it, 
refers to the factory-workers, who 
are one day to inherit the earth. 
His was the day of unorganized 
labor, and the factory-workers had 
it pretty hard—as, indeed, they

While the idea of evolution was 
no new thing—we have already 
seen it in Hegel and Comte—the 
findings of Charles Darwin, pub- 
lished in 1859, were accepted quite 
blindly as proof through science 
that “Day by day in every way, 
things get better and better”— 
just automatically. Time was 
bound to work in favor of human- 
ity. The only question was “Should 
we let things alone on their own 
evolution progress ?—or should we 
play midwife and help the new or- 
der aborning ?” 

Darwin in his Origin of Species 
(1859) taught the survival of the 
fittest through natural selection— 
and he applied the same hypothesis 
in 1871 to The Descent of Man. 

Apart from the merits of the 
biological and philosophical con- 
clusions involved, his idea of evo- 
lution was immediately seized upon 
and field after field of thought was 
revised and when necessary 
stretched and distorted to fit the 
theory of evolution. 

But there are some fields in 


which evolution simply cannot 
apply—notably in things of the 
spirit. Truth, goodness, and 


beauty, for instance, are absolute 
values (and when I say absolute, 
] mean that there are no stri 

on them; they exist independently 
of change). I find it morally im- 
possible to imagine anyone—no

The Marxist 
Formula 


Getting back to Marx: He took 
in all these screwball ideas, :anon- 
ized finally by Darwin, stewed 
over them, and dished them out 
somewhat as follows—and I am 
jeopardizing the truth by grossly 
over-simplifying: 

The haves and the have-nots 
(bourgeoisie and the land-owners 
\s. factory-workers or proletariat) 
are at odds. The bourgeoisie and 
landlords will get fatter and fatter 
while the proletariat will get 
skinnier and skinnier until the-sit- 
uation explodes in revolution. This 
will be followed by a dictatorship 
of the proletariat—allegedly the 
current phase in Russia—during 
which the proletariat will seize the 
means of production, factories and 
land, and get things so ordered 
that each will receive according to 
his needs from each according to 
his abilities. Class conflict will be 
over. Men will become peaceable 
and content so that the state— 
which Marx could never see as 
more than a_ police-agency—that 
state will eventually dry up and 


‘blow away. For when men are 


content, what need is there of a 
police-force ? 


Much more can and will be said 
on this point. But a salient fact to 
remember about the Communist 
vision is that it promises paradise 
on earth—which is only Limbo, as 
we know, and far beneath the 
Christian promise of Heaven.

The German philosopher Hegel 
(1770-1831) had taught that things 
progress automatically through 
conflict. In other words, the pot 
is forever boiling itself into a 
better stew. He taugat of the idea 
being met by its opposite or con- 
tradictory and being so fused into 
a new truth. A favorite example 
of his was the child, a little animal, 
being placed under = discipline 
through education, and obtaining a 
larger liberty through his re- 
straint.

There is something in the way 
ir which it is written that does 
explain in a manner how and what 
a man feels as he @oes the way 
Christ went. For the more he feels 
the less he says, as least the fewer 
are his words and the simpler. I 
had no impression of wanting to 
improve on the gospel story, but I 
di remember, more than once, 
wishing the guide had no desire to 
do so and would merely quote the 
gospel story as we walked along. I 
think now that I so wished be- 
cause I was seeking a spiritual ex- 
perience rather than a mere “see” 
of the sights. 


However, in addition to the sub- 
jective, a rounding out of historical 
‘knowledge to which sumething can 
be added to relics and ruins from 
outside the gospel story. For no 
matter how little a man may feel 
standing in a holy place—and in- 
deed he feels appallingly little 
sometimes—it is not to say that he 
has failed to gain something. This 
historical significance and evidence 
are tremendous. Maybe it is even 
shocking to discover that solid 
things like hills, stones, graves, 
rocks, and traditions as strong as 
marble substantiate the fact and 
figure of the gospels.

the Kings (actually of Queen He- 
lena of Adiabene and her family 
who @ame to Jerusalem after 
Christ) that Jewish tombs had 
rolling stones to bar the entrance, 
a, rolling stone in the sense of 
round that would stay in its niche 
before the door of the sepulchre— 
not permanently because a tomb 
might be for many people—but a 
stone that could be rolled out of 
the niche only with difficulty, being 
a foot trick and maybe six feet 
wide.

ponding thereto ... Workers of the 
world unite! You have nothing to 
lose but your chains!” 

It was a stirring call to action 
;and it has ever since furnished the 
stuff of countless. street-corner 
harangues ‘on “exploitation,’”> “op- 
pression of the masses,” “surplus 
value,” ete. 

Be it remembered, always, that 
all are not philosophical Commun- 
ists. Just as many a reader is 
puzzled by the content of words 
like bourgeois, proletariat, and ex- 
ploitation—so many a Communist 
is equally in the dark. But if he is 
jobless, what does it matter what 
“hourgeois” may mean so long as 
Communism gets him a job? And 
if he is a Negro—who cares any- 
way about the significance of “pro- 
letariat”! Communism is going to 
do away with jim-crowism. That’s 
all that matters. On with the cru- 
sade! And so with a host of Com- 
munists. 


The Meaning 
Of “Bourgeois” 


But for our information, let’s 
peuse over the terms of the de- 
bate: “bourgeois” and “bourgeoi- 
sie” are two French words (pro- 
nounced boor-zshwah and boor> 
zshwhah-zee), adjective and noun 
respectively. Marx always used 
them contemptuously—frequently 
to belittle whatever didn’t suit 
class,” “one in comfortable cir- 
cumstances,” which makes. both 
you and me “bourgeois,” or mem- 
bers of the “bourgeoisie.” 

Over in Europe there was—still 
is—a pretty sharp cleavage be- 
tween the social classes: the rich, 
the middle-class, and the poor; in 
fact, they have first, second and 
third-class on theif railways. Over 
here where everyone is compara- 
tively either well-to-do or middle- 
class, we are more or less puzzled 
by the terms and find it rather 
hard to work up much moral in- 
dignation against a class that rep- 
resents practically the whole of 
American life. 

“Proletariat,” as Marx uses it, 
refers to the factory-workers, who 
are one day to inherit the earth. 
His was the day of unorganized 
labor, and the factory-workers had 
it pretty hard—as, indeed, they 
had it over here, too, when one 
looks back to the days of the ras- 
cally millionaires of fifty or sixty

But we must not omit Comte 
(1798-1857); whether or not he had 
a direct influence on Marx is ques- 
tionable, but he did make a power- 
tul contribution to the climate of 
‘his times. Comte taught a sort 
of evolutionary progress in the 
history of human thought, corres- 
ponding to the childhood, youth, 
and manhood of science: the 
theological, the metaphysical, and 
the positive stages. During the 
theological stage, the race thought 
things were governed first by 
idols, then by gods, then by God; 
this was systematized by Church 
philosophers of the Middle Ages 
during the metaphysical stage; 
now we have reached the positive 
stage of physical laws, sufficient to 
explain everything; we have no 
need of either God or philosophy. 
These can be discarded as $0 many 
crutches no longer necessary to a 
tully developed society. 


Others Described 
Problem Better 


Regarding what is now known 
ax the Capital-Labor conflict, there 
vas the English Malthus, the Ger- 
man Rodbertus, the French Proud- 
hon, and the Swiss Sismondi:—all 
preceding Marx. It was Sismondi 
who first used the term “proletar- 
iat” and coined the expression 
“surplus value.” In his writings he 
described the problem better than 
Marx ever did: 


“Every man of the privileged 
class can count against him five in- 
dividuals not belonging to the 
privileged class,” he wrote, “and 
between the two there is such an 
opposition that the rich can say to 
the poor ‘Our life is your death,’ 
and the poor reply to them, ‘Your 
death would be our life.’ ” 

There were Louis Blanc and the 
financier Ricardo, a dozen or so 
thinkers, grappling with the prob- 
lems of increasing population, in- 
dustrialization, a living wage, etc. 

While the idea of evolution was 
no new thing—we have already 
seen it in Hegel and Comte—the 
findings of Charles Darwin, pub- 
lished in 1859, were accepted quite 
blindly as proof through science 
that “Day by day in every way, 
things get better and better’— 
automatically. Time was 
bound to work in favor of human- 
ity. The only question was “Should 
‘we let things alone on their own 
evolution progress ?—or should we 
play midwife and help the new or- 
der aborning ?” 

Darwin in his Origin of Species 
(1859) taught the survival of the 
fittest through natural selection— 
and he applied the samme hypothesis 
in 1871 to The Descent of Man. 

Apart from the merits of the 
biological and Fagg: oy con- 
clusions involved, his idea of evo- 
lution was immediately seized upon 
and field after field of thought was 
revised and when necessary 
stretched and distorted to fit the 
theory of evolution. 

But there are some fields in 
which evolution simply cannot 
apply—notably in things of the 
spirit. Truth, goodness, and 
beauty, for instance, are absolute 
values (and when I say absolute, 
]_ mean that there are no 
on them; they exist independently 
of change). I find it morally im- 
possible to imagine anyone—no 
matter how many centuries of evo- 
lution have passed by—anyo 
ied. ; magine

They always see us going ahead.

The Marxist 
Formula 


Getting back to Marx: He took 
in all these screwball ideas, :anon- 
ized finally by Darwin, stewed 
over them, and dished them out 
sumewhat as follows—and I am 
jeopardizing the truth by grossly 
over-simplifying: 

The haves and the have-nots 
(bourgeoisie and the land-owners 
\s. factory-workers or proletariat) 
are at odds. The bourgeoisie and 
landlords will get fatter and fatter 
while the proletariat will get 
skinnier and skinnier until the-sit- 
uation explodes in revolution. This 
will be followed by a dictatorship 
of the proletariat—allegedly the 
current phase in Russia—during 
which the proletariat will seize the 
means of production, factories and 
‘land, and get things so ordered 
that each will receive according to 
his needs from each according to 
his abilities. Class conflict will be 
over. Men will become peaceable 
and content so that the state— 
which Marx could never see as 
rore than a _ police-agency—that 
state will eventually dry up and 
|blow away. For when men are 
content, what need is there of a 
police-force ? 

Much more can and will be said 
on this point. But a salient fact to 
remember about the Communist 
vision is that it promises paradise 
on earth—which is only Limbo, as 
we know, and far beneath the 
Christian promise of Heaven.

Town Hall Meeting 
Debate On Marriage 


On Thursday, February 13, the 
Town Meeting of the Air dealt 
with the subject “What is Wrong 
with American Marriages?” but it 
was very unfortunate in the selec- 
tion of its four speakers, the speci- 
ality of two of whom being psy- 
chiatry and psychology. Both these 
terms are derived from the Greek 
work “psyche” which means the 
spirit or soul, yet most psychi- 
atrists and psychologists deal with 
man as though he had no soul.

Divorce In U. S. 
Increases 33% 


The press today carried a news 
release from Washington contain- 
ing an astounding piece of infor- 
mation, namely, that the number 
of divorces in the United States 
has increased 33% during the past 
two years. Most of these divorcees 
are young parents, who certainly 
will not remain unmarried the 
balance of their lives. Yet before 
God they cannot contract another 
marriage during the lifetime of 
their present husband or wife if 
the original marriage was valid 
before Him. 

Most young people who will 
meet these youthful divorcees will 
not even suspect that they had 
been previously married, and will 
innocently court them.

Black sums up the whole ease in 
his last paragraph: “The First 
Amendment has erected a wall 
between Church and State, That 
wall must be kept high and im- 
pregnable. We could not approve 
the slightest breach, New Jersey 
has not breached it here.” In this 
fashion the majority of the Su- 
reme Court disposes of the mis- 
eading “entering wedge” argu- 
nent, of which such capital is 
made in this sort of case. 


The essence of the decision is 
(1) in its loyal affirmation of the 
American doctrine of religious 
freedom and consequent “separa- 
tion of Church and State” and (2) 
in its refusal to see this doctrine 
so. interpreted as to “wall off” any 
group of citizens, on religious 
grounds, from an equal share in 
the benefits of public welfare leg- 
islation. By reason of this affir- 
mation and this refusal the ma- 
jority opinion is a new buttressing 
both of religious liberty and of 
civie equality. 

Justice Black, and the concur- 
ring Justices, give a thorough 
study of the history and back- 
ground of the First Amendment, 
itis meaning, and its central place 
in the American demoératic sys- 
tem. Moreover, they quite care- 
fully state the content of the “es- 
tablishment of religion” clause, in 
itself and in its relation to the fol- 
lowing clause that forbids Con- 
gress to make any law prohibiting 


tne free exercise of religion. 
These clauses are “complemen- 


tary”; taken together, they define 
the meaning of American religious 
freedom, and show it to be realis- 
tically designed to protect Ameri- 
can society and American citizens 
from two political evils—religious 
interference in temporal institu- 
tions and governmental interfer- 
ence with religious rights. 


Justice Black’s opinion, therefore, 
snows full awareness of the Ame- 
rican tradition. But an equally 
signal merit is its awareness of the 
difficulty of applying the provis- 
ions of the First Amendment to 
the present American educational 
ota In 1947 the First 
mendment means everythi it 
Meant in 1795; but the rite of 
1795 was not the America of 1947.

Communist Leader 
In China Says Church 
‘Must Be Abolished’

Peiping, China, Feb. 17.— 
(Radio) —“The Church must be 
abolished.” 

This reply was given by the 
communist commanding officer of a 
Chinese town in Shantung pro- 
vince to a U.S. Army Colonel who 
objected to the transaction of 
business in a church used by the 
reds partly as barracks and partly 
as a stable. 

After a study of cases for four 
months this correspondent can 
testify that communist practice 
usually reflects the aim admitted 
by the officer in Shantung rather 
than the party’s professed prin- 
ciple of religious freedom. 

Using their pressure tactics to 
overcome popular reluctance, the 
communists have been violating 
religious freedom in nearly every 
place that they hold in North 
China. These violations vary from 
intimidation and occupation of the 
church buildings to imprisonment, 
torture and execution. The varia- 
tions seem to be just different 
‘stages of a general process which 
follow a determined pattern. 

It must be pointed out that this 
campaign against religion occurs 
only under communist inspiration. 
Consequently, 65 per cent of the 
Catholic dioceses in China which 
are outside of the communist 
zone, remain untouched by the 
persecution.

“T have come to America,” he 
told me, “to thank the American 
people for all they have done and 
all they are doing to aid my peo- 
ple. It is part also of my pur- 
pose to tell them something of the 
misery and want in Europe, Ger- 
many, especially Berlin, that their 
generosity is helping to alleviate.” 
Last Christmas, His Eminence 
related, he received a hundred 
CARE packages of food from 
Archbishop John T. McNicholas 
O.P., of Cincinnati, Chairman of 
the N. C. W. C. Administrative 
Board, and these he distributed 
personally as far as they would go, 
making each package serve a num- 
ber of families. 


“T can’t describe for you,” he 
said, “the joy it brought’ even 
when each package was divided 
among many beneficiaries. Widows, 
with children’ and old people were 
the ones I made a special effort 
to assist. The people were quite 
besides themselves with happiness 
to — a little butter, a little 
meat.’ 


In the over-all picture there is 
an absolute lack of fuel, thousands 
of families being without one lump 
of coal; hundreds of thousands of 
persons are without anything ap- 
proximatin adequate _ shelter;
